New York; June 3 (By A. P.).-— 
Earl Carroll, host at a Broadway

Carroll took the sentence stoic- 
ally. He was released on continued 
bail of $5,000 pending his appeal, 
which will be heard in October. 

Prior to imposition of sentence, 
counsel told the court that Carroll 
had learned his lesson, had already 
suffered sufficiently, and that he 
had not perjured himself in any 
effeft to obstruct justice, since the 
grand jury inguiry was concerned 
with the presence of liquor and 
the bathtub incident was imma- 
terial to that, and asked that leni- 
ency be shown. He produced a pe- 
tition signed by nine of the twelve 
jurors who convicted Carroll asking 
that the producer receive leniency.

ALREADY DISCOUNTED! GOVERNMENT CLAIMS : “ 


Going More Into Detail 
of Hearings.

The majority of the subcommit- 


tee, which held the sensational wet | 
and dry hearings last April, re- 
ported yesterday in favor of indef- 
initely postponing the various bills 
and resolutions aiming at modifica- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment 
or the Volstead law. 

Senators Means, Harreld. Goff 
and Walsh are the dry committee 
members sponsoring the _ report. 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, the only 
member not committed in advance 
to the dry cause, will file a minority 
report which is expected.to analyze 
salient features of the hearings. 
The majority report made no refer- 


to a reassertion of the fact that the 
eighteenth amendment was the law 
of the land and should be enforced 
and not weakened. The proposed 
national referendum was dismissed 
as contrary to the intent of the 
framers of the Constitution. 

No surprise was manifest over 
the summary character of the ma- 
jority report, as Senator Harreld 
had announced early in the hear- 
ings that members of the subcom- 
mittee had made up their. minds in 
advance to oppose any and all plans 
for weakening the prohibition law. 


Bruce Says Action Expected. 


Senator Bruce, who was the au- 
thor of one of the bills to amend the 
eighteenth amendment, said yester- 
day he expected just the kind of re- 
port as was issued because, he said, 
the dry committee members made 
up their minds before any of the 
evidence at the hearings was sub- 
mitted. Senator Edge, author of 
several bills for modification which 
were before the subcommittee, said: 

“The report was just as expected 
and the action has been discounted 
for weeks. 

“We have accomplished more 
than we had hoped at this time. 
We have effectively drawn the at- 
tention of the country to the com- 
plete failure, of prohibition and the 
necessity for practical revision of 
existing discriminatory and clearly 
unjustified laws. Such action can 
not ultimately be evaded.”’

BENEFICIARIES TO PAY 
LARGER ASSESSMENT 


‘District Directly Affected by 
6 of 90 Bills Disposed Of 
in Night Session. 


The bill liberalizing teachers re- 
itirement annuities in the District 
was passed by the Senate last night. 

The measure was one of 90 
passed, 6 of which were of direct 
interest to the District and several 
others which were of indirect 
interest to Washington. 

The teachers’ retirement bill 
would raise the amount of the maxi- 
mum salary on which the annuity 

can be computed from $1,500 to 
$2,000. This will mean a larger 
payment by the teachers. but they 
want it. 

The District government's contri- 
bution would be increased from $10 
to $15 a year for each year of 
service, not exceeding 40 years. The 
teacher will contribute throughout 
his or her service. 

Retired ,teachers receive as little 
as $420 a year under the present 
law, which was based on the old 
schedule of salaries from $1,200 to 
$1,600 a year. 

Reduced to total effective per- 
centages the teachers will contribute 
about 57 per cent of their retire- 
ment annuities and the District the 
remaining 43 per cent, it is esti- 
mated.

Anton Flettner to Address the 
Patent Office Society;

Anton Flettner, inventor of the 
rotor ship, arrived at the Mayflower 
hotel last night for a two-day visit 
in Washington. Today the inventor 
will address members of the Patent 
Office society on the rotor principle.

The President’s own figures, con- 
tained in the budget for 1927 
make that disclosure. They show a 
prospective surplus of $330,000,000 
next year, based on an income yield 
of $1,880,000,000.

LARGE GEM THEFTS 


CHARGED TO WOMAN 


Hundreds of Thousands of 
Dollars’ Worth Taken by 


Alleged Kleptomaniac. 


New York, June 3 (By A. P.).— 
Charged with having stolen several 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
jewelry from Fifth avenue jewelers 
in the past twelve years, Mrs. Mil- 
dred Dervoe, 28 years old, was ar- 
rested today. At the time she had 
$30,000 worth of jewelry in her 
bag, some of it identified as having 
been stolen from jewelers four 


years ago. 

Police expressed the belief that 
lth @ woman had disposed of very lit- 
ping of the jewelry she is alleged to 
have taken.

‘He declared 
that it opened the way corrupt practices 
and that it did not, as its supporters contended, 
refiect the true sentiment of the voters. The 
primary system has provided opportunity for 
men wholly unfit to serve the public to force 
their way into office. 

Not only has the primary lowered the stand- 
ard of those who fill public offices, but it has 
led to numerous charges of corruption and 
has cost the taxpayers a great deal of money. 
It means, in fact, that the election machinery 
must be set up twice every efection year, which, 
of course, doubles the cost to the State or dis- 
trict. The old system of nominating by State 
convention imposed practically no expense 
upon the taxpayers. Delegates to these con- 
ventions paid their own expenses. Candidates 
could not spend great sums in securing nomina- 
tions by conventions without being found out; 
and laws against corrupt practices are 
easily enforced under the convention 
than under the primary system. 

No candidate should be compelled 
twice and pay great for 
penses. First-rate men wiel not do 
prefer to remain in private life. 
has been deprived of the services of highly 
desirable men because they would not and 
could hot compete with unscrupulous rich of- 
fice-seekers in primary campaigns. 

The primary is a nuisance because it is prac- 
tically a duplication of the fury of an election 
campaign; it is a menace because it opens 
the way to corrupt use of vast sums of money: 
it is unwise because it tends to put 
men in office. It should be abolished.

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SWIMMING- THE CHANNEL. 


Gertrude Ederle, America’s foremost woman 
swimmer, will make another attempt in July 
to swim the choppy English channel. Miss 
Ederle sailed on Wednesday for England and 
upon arrival there will immediately take up 
a course of training under a new trainer, Last 
year Miss Ederle, it will be recalled, blamed 
her trainer, Jabez Wolff, for her failure, as- 
serting that he forced her to leave the water 
when she was able to go on. It was gencrally 
believed, however, that the American swimmer 
was nearly exhausted by the contrary tide and 
the chilly water*when she abandoned her effort. 

This year Miss Ederle, the professional, will 
try to do what Miss Ederle, the amateur, failed 
in accomplishing, for since he@ last year's 
attempt she has left the ranks of the amateurs. 

Several men have succeeded in swimming 
the channel, but no woman has ever done so. 
Last year a Frenchwoman, Mlle. Sion, and 
Miss Harrison, of Argentina, tried to swim 
across, but both had to succumb to the tide. 

Sion has announced that she will try 
again this year, and another American girl, 
Helen Wainwright, who recently made a rec- 
ord swim in the Hudson river, will also essay 
the channel swim.

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IMPROVED OUTLOOK FOR COTTON. 

The Journal of Commerce of New York has 
made an important and interesting survey of 
Its 
estimate of June 1, which covers the twelve 
principal cotton-producing States, indicates a 
decrease of 2,450,000 bales. The governing 
facts which appear to lead the journal to this 
| estimate decrease in acreage of 2.5 


the cotton prospects for the present year. 


are a 


compared with 73 per cent at this time last 

year, combined with the fact that, on the aver- 
| age, the crop is eighteen days later than last 
| year, when it was unusually early. Should the 
| reduction approach anything like the estimate, 
| then the surplus from the present 
will be needed, in addition to the new 
meet the world’s requirements of 
cotton for the coming season. 

The lateness of the crop is a very important 

factor, but its full significance can not be de- 
| termined until the crop is harvested. A late 

crop is subject to the hazards of early frost 
| to a greater degree than an early crop. What 
' damage the frosts may do will depend on how 
soon they come, and upon weather conditions 
| during the summer and early fall. The boll 
weevil danger is always greater in a late crop, 
because it is in the later maturing bolls that 
the weevil does the most damage, and, further- 
, excess moisture, if present in the later 
months of the growing season, favors the 

| growth of the boll weevil. 

The total exports of American cotton to date 

| this year are slightly below those of last year, 
| but recently the exports have been running 
| somewhat above those for the corresponding 
weeks of last year, so that by the end of the 
| Season the aggregate exports may easily be 
equal to the total of last year. 
One factor that is not mentioned by the 
Journal of Commerce is the decrease in the 
quantities of fertilizer purchased this year as 
compared with last year. It is reliably stated 
that, up to the present time, the fertilizer 
purchases are about 10 per cent less than for 
the corresponding period last year, and the 
purchases for the entire season are likely to 
be even less than 90 per cent of last year’s 
purchases. In spite of the fact that the 1925 
crop was 2,500,000 bales larger than the 1924 
crop, and that the 1924 crop was almost 
3,500,000 bales larger than the 1923 and 1922 
crops, statistics indicate that the world’s visi- 
ble supply of cotton at the present time is only 
1,200,000 bales greater than a year ago. This 
surplus apparenwy willbe easily absorbed with 
a continuation of foreign and domestic demand 
no greater than at present. The outlook for 
the producing interests during the coming sea- 
son, therefore, seems to be encouraging. A 
fair crop and fair prices are better than a very 
small crop and high prices, or a very large 
crop and low prices. 

In the consideration of the agricultural prob- 
lem there is no more important crop than cot- 
ton, affecting, as it does, a large area anda 
large population in a fundamental way. 
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‘The electric chair should be kept busier.”

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SUNSHINE DISSIPATES GLOOM, 

Following tke ratification of the eighteenth 
amendment and the enactment of the Volstead 
law the wine growers of California ‘‘looked 
through the glass of the future very darkly.’’ 
The end of a great industry was in sight, ac- 
cording to their view of the situation, and vine- 
yards were promptly plowed up and other crops 
substituted. 

Suddenly, however, the demand for grapes 
grew to proportions never defore known and 
the price.of the product of the Napa valley 
jumped by leaps and bounds. From $20 a ton 
the figure went to $40, then to $60, and fora 
short period $100 was not infrequently real- 
ized. Before the days of prohibition very few 
grapes from the vines of California found their 
way to the markets even as far east as Chi- 
cago, except some of the more solid varieties, 
su¢éh as Tokay and Malaga. But there has 
come a remarkable change in the demand. 
California grapes in the season find a ready 
narket, by the carload, in Buffalo, Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Washington. They 
are not the ‘‘table”’ varieties like Concords, 
Wordens, Delawares and Catawbas, but are 
wine grapes, particularly the Zinfandel. It is 
noted that instead of purchasing by the pound, 
the buyers take them by the hundred-weight 
and even by the ton. 

The natural reaction is seen in the increased 
acreage planted to vines in the California val- 
leys best fitted for the produgtion of grapes.

Washington welcomes tour- 
ists and will gladly provide for their comfort 
and entertainment, but the present camp, if 
made permanent, will mar the beauty of that 
section of the parking system and interfere 
with the general plan for developing the city.

INDUSTRIAL EFFICIENCY. 

One of the marvelous products of this period 
of American progress is its industrial efficiency. 
It is the wonder of the whole world. 

In 1923 the industrial productivity of the 
United States was 33 per cent greater per 
wage earner than in 1914, and yet this in- 
creased output required 25 per cent less labor, 
13 per cent less power, 17 per cent less man- 
agement and 7 per cent less actual working 
time per man. 

Obviously the foundation of this efficiency is 
freedom from unfair and undermining competi- 
tion with older industrial countfies having a 
lower scale of wages and lower living condi- 
tions. Upon this foundation of protection 
American genius and opportunity have built a 
national industrial machine that amazes the 
world. This organization would be torn to 
pieces if the competition of pauper foreign la- 
bor should be freely admitted. 

While efficiency may, and probably will, solve 
some of the problems of world competition in 
the world’s markets, it can not solve the prob- 
lem of meeting foreign competition in our own 
markets. Efficiency can proceed only to a cer- 
tain limit; but it can not increase at all unless 
the rewards of labor are maintained at a high 
level. Todo this a barrier against cheaper out- 
side labor must be maintained. If this barrier 
be removed, efficiency, if maintained in the 
American domain at all, would be maintained 
by lowering the wage scale to the scale pre- 
vailing in competitive countries seeking free 
admission to the American markets. 

Mere efficiency will not permanently keep 
the United States at the head of the industrial 
nations. Efficiency must be insured against 
the fatal competition of foreign countries which 
produce in huge quantities, not by effective use 
of machinery handled by intelligent.and well- 
paid workmen, but by utilizing swarms of 


workers at wages which barely keep them from 
starvation.

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MR. CAPPER'S VICTORY. 


Senator Capper has won a victory for the 
people of Washington after one of the hardest 
and most persistent legislative battles in the 
Senate during the present session. The peo- 
ple of Washington want legislation to provide 
proper care for indigent mothers and their de- 
pendent little ones. But they want to retain 
control of their own charitable affairs, without 
the interference of outside faddists or job 
chasers. The mothers’ pension bill, which the 
people, the citizens’ associations and the com- 
misgioners desired, did not conform with the 
ideas of the New York coterie of self-consti- 
tuted guardians of the Capital’s welfare. 

Until Wednesday last it appeared probable 
that the New York plan for controlling the ex- 
penditure of the funds for this purpose would 
succeed. But Senator Capper was determined 
that the wishes of the people of Washington 
should prevail. He has won his fight, at least 
in so far as the Senate is concerned, and the 
bl will now go to conference. 

It is now a practical certainty that if the 
mothers’ pension bill is agreed upon in confer- 
ence, the administration of the fund will be 
in charge of the board of public welfare, to be 
composed of responsible permanent residents 
of the District of Columbia. 

Senator Capper is entitled to the thanks of 
the people of Washington for defeating a 
peculiarly offensive attempt to make this Dis- 
wict a victim of the half-baked social experi- 
ments of nonresidents, who sought to capitalize 
their achievement and sell it elsewhere.

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tion of why, if the regulation pro- 
vided that compensation could not 
be paid to mental patients without 
guardians, it was possible for them 
to be so paid. 

Emphasis was placed on that por- 
tion of the commissioner's testi- 
mony, though, that he did not 
recall a single instance in which he 
had moved to become the guardian 
of a world war veteran unless he 
had been requested by either the 
war risk bureau, the family, rela- 
tives or friends. In this connection 
a stack of 156 letters from the 
bureau to him were introduced and 
Mr. Hogan read several which he 
said were illustrative of the re- 
mainder. They showed the bureau 
asking Mr. Fenning to move and in 
some instances pressing tim to 
move. That is, they would write 
him asking that he take “steps to 
bring about the appointment of a 
guardian’’ for such and such a 
ward, giving him the names of 
relatives, if on record at the bureau, 
or in some instances saying there 
was no record of any relatives. The 
bureau did not ask him to become 
the guardian. Apparently it was 
his job to communicate with the 
relatives and find out what they 
wanted done, in so far as the bu- 
reau was concerned. 


Got Records at Hospital. 


If the bureau had no record of 
relatives, then the commissioner 
| would go to St. Elizabeths, accord- 
ing to the commissioner’s testi- 
mony, and it was here that the 
“access to the records” at the 
institution came in. 

Concerning his contact with the 
bureau, Mr. Fenning said that T. V. 
Houlihan, at that time a bureau 
official, communicated with him 
and there was a conference. Mr. 
Houlihan called on him, he said, 
after the official had asked the 
Navy Department, War Depart- 
ment and the pension bureau to 
recommend a good man. 

Mr. Hogan made known that the 
burden of all this testimony was 
directed at Mr. Blanton’s charges 
of champerty and barratry—seek- 
ing cases in a manner unbefitting a 
dignified barrister. But Mr. Blan- 
ton’s exhibits on this phase concern 
the commissioner’s claims practice 
| several years ago. There is no dis- 
| puting the practice nor that Mr. 
| Fenning sent out pamphlets solicit- 
‘ing business, but Mr. Fenning has

| Small Fees Cited. 


Mr. Hogan produced a series of 
Mr. Fenning’s cases for which Mr. 
Fenning received as high as 64 and 
90 per cent. As has been pointed 
out before these cases involved 
small amounts and the fees paid 
were nominal, ranging around $5 
and $6. As Mr. Hogan went over 
them and showed the amount of 
work done in each, Mr. Blanton in- 
sisted upon his reading also the 
and premiums and notarial fees, 


and finally Mr. Hogan came to one 
in which the income was only $14 
‘and the costs attendant upon a 
guardian exceeded that amount. 
| Some of this class of ‘‘estates’’ were 
fas low as $300. 

There was one estate of $300 
which had these items against it: 
Bond premium, $10; notarial fees, 
50 cents; personal tax, $1.40 and 
guardian, $25. 

None of this class of cases were 
those of world war veterans. 


Charge for Deposit Boxes. 


It was developed from the con- 
|missioner’s testimony that there is 
‘another charge against his wards 
aside from those that have been 
frequently cited. It is the rental of 
safe deposit boxes at the bank in 
which Mr. Fenning is a _ director. 
To keep down this charge; however, 
the commissioner testified, it is his 
custom to group a bunch of wards 
and let the 25 or 30 having the 
largest amount of securities con- 
tribute $1 apiece. 

Before the commissioner got on 
with his case, Mrs. Mary V. Brum- 
brey, colored, testified concerning 
Mr. Fenning’s guardianship of her 
boy. She was wondering how she 
could get the boy’s compensation 
when she was directed to Mr. Fen- 
ning by a welfare worker, she tes- 
tified. She said she told Mr. Fen- 
ning that she wanted to be the 
guardian and when he gave her a 
| paper to sign was given the fmpres- 
|'sion that it was to bring this about. 
But the paper, it developed, made 
Mr. Fenning guardian, she said. 
Representative Gorman, of Illinois, 
developed that she could read. 

Subsequently, she retained a col- 
ored attorney to get the guardian- 
ship away from Mr. Fenning, but 
he never did anything, she said, ex- 
plaining that he did not want to 
“‘get in bad’’ with Mr. Fenning. The 
guardfanship was of brief duration, 
however, for the boy died in about 
three months. Then Mr. Fenning 
was appointed administrator. Mr. 
Hogan developed that this was be- 
cause both the woman and the hus- 
band, an invalid, wanted to be the 
beneficiary of the boy’s estate. It 
was a small one, Mrs. Brumbrey get- 
ting $200 after Mr. Fenning and 
court costs had been paid, as well 
as the $25, which she testified she 
had to give the colored attorney 
she said.

Gain of 347 During Week 
Reported by Committee 
Chairman. 


GOAL OF 2,000 IN SIGHT 


The third supper meeting of the 
general campaign committee in 
charge of a water bond issue of 
$750,000 to be voted on June 15, 
was held last night in the Washing- 
ton-Lee High school with more than 
75 workers attending. Frank L. 
Ball, general chairman, presided. 

The report of Arthur Orr, chair- 
man in charge of obtaining signa- 


tures for water, showed an increase 
over last week’s report of 347, mak- 
ing a total to date of 1,292 persons 
who have signed for water.

Lyon Village, 20, and Park 
Lane, 28. 

Washington district: Cherrydale, 
99; Chain Bridge Heights, 13; 
Dominion Heights, 12; Leeway, 12; 
Thrifton, 64; Washington District 
Improvement league, 35. 

Jefferson district: Aurora Hills, 
57; Hume school, 4; Potomac. 8; 
Virginia Highlands, 61, and Jef- 
ferson District Woman’s club, 108. 

With reports from many sections 
still incomplete there is every indi- 
cation, the chairman announced, 
that the goal of 2,000 will be 
reached at the final meeting of the 
committee Thursday night. 

Following the report, Asa E. 
Phillips, consulting engineer of the 
‘Arlington county water board, ex- 
plained to the residents who lived 
far from the supply main with no 
homes between them that while 
they could hardly expect water as 
soon as those in the thickly settled 
sections, they would be under no 
obligation by signing. ‘‘It is most 
desirable in support of the water 
board that as many sign the applica- 
tion as possible,’’ said Mr. Phillips. 

In answer to questions regarding 
the installation of fire hydrants, 
Mr. Phillips stated that as the lat- 
eral lines are extended so will fire 
hydrants.

The 
New York Laughing Commis- 
sion is the latest to give him a 
hand with its announced dec 
laration that Dempsey must 
decide within three weeks 
whether he will fight Harry 
Wills. 

The answer is obvious, of 
course. Dempsey has said long 
and often that he is willing to 
fight anybody in the world, his 
sole stipulation being that some 
promoter offer a suitable purse 
for the meeting and guarantee 
that public opinion be placated. 

There is some discrepancy 
between Dempsey’s idea of a 
suitable purse and what even 
the most ambitious promoters 
think they can inveigle from 
the cash customer. As long as 
this difference of opinion exists 
the odds are that Dempsey will 
be able to remain a pacifist 
titleholder for as long as he 
wants to be, for the Laughing 
Commission can order Dempsey 
to fight, but making him do it 
is an entirelly different matter.

A wide market was said to be 
necessary to enable business con- 
cerns to carry heavy overhead ex- 
penses.
